Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, on pages 5-9 of the Appeal Brief, filed 23 August 2004, with respect 
to claims 1, 4-13, 16-25 and 28-36 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
claims 1, 4-13, 16-25 and 28-36 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter & Examiner's Statement of Reason(s) for Allowance 

3. Claims 1, 4-13, 16-25 and 28-36 (renumbered as 1-30) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art of 
record, U.S. Patent 6,473,894 to Shrader et al, taken alone or in combination with U.S. Patent 
6,457,142 to Klemm et al, fail to teach or reasonably suggest an input file having a loop command to 
cause execution of the first program including repeating of instructions for a number of iterations 
until occurrence of an endloop instruction, as noted on pages 5-8 of the applicant's arguments. 
Further, Shrader et al, taken alone or in combination with Klemm et al, fail to teach or reasonably 
suggest an input file having a sleep command to cause execution of the first program to pause for a 
specified time, as noted on pages 8-9 of the applicant's arguments.
